Pentecostal, n.£.d, The ‘Christian n.£4' category 
ferns part ofthe group ‘Other Christian’ which 
"appears inthe Basic Community Profile (BCP), 
While Pentecostal n.£d forms putt of the 
"Peatecostl’ group inthe BCP. 


‘This misclassified data appears inthe first, 
release of the BCP (cat. no. 2001.0), the 
publication Selected Social and Housing 
Characteristies, Australi, 2001 

(cat.no. 2015.0), the Classification Counts, as 
\well as the frst release of CDATA and Census 
Basies.
